DETROIS, Mich, Not. 30—Twen-

To the north and south of the row 
of palaces stretched extensive courts, 
which, together with the bulldin 
Were surrounded by a continuo 
wall of great height. Outside of th 
wall was another wall, and between 
the two there ran an‘intricate maze 
of passageways. There was only one 
entrance {o the maze, which termi- 
nated (if one could aver arrive) at 
the above-mentioned pyramid.

Restoring 2 Broken Nose. 









en nose, according to.an article by 
Dr. Douglas 'H. Stewart, fn the. 
Western Medical Times, as summarizé 
ed in the Medical Record: ’

By introducing little pieces of 
wooden tongue depressors wrapped 
in cotton beneath-the:free ends of 
the safety pin, the bones may be 
wedged into position and the whole 
retained by adhesive plaster, If 
there is a suspicion that the nostril 
is blocked, an attempt to -pass a 
cotton wrapped applicator should be 
made. If such a blockgis caused by 
the dislocation of the ceptum, .it 
may be corrected by employing the 
Operator's finger as a wedge, and 
kept in place by means of a malleable 
splint, For, this purpose Kyle's 
splints are ‘excellent, or a hairpin 
wrapped in cotton, well vaselined, i# 
useful in an emergency. 

A litle ingenuity usually enables 
the opperator to apply the splints in 
such a way as to leave one nostril 
free, thus adding greatly to the com- 
fort-of the patient. 





































Making Bees Efficient 

One of the odd discoveries of the 
War Was that bees, from a -humun 
point of view, wasted time; and a 
Practical result of the discovery was 
the induction of bees into more busi- 
ness-like ways of honey-making that 
vastly increased the production of 
honey No bee expert, perhaps, could 
change the habit of a single bee, but | 
by studying the architecture of the 
hive and the behavior of {ts Inmates 
it was found possible to make a hive 
in which the care of the infaht bee 
Would devolve upon fewer. of the 
“nurses™ and release a considerable 
number of “nurses” for work in the 
actual production of honey. 
By eliminating .bees of an observ- 
ably lower standard of eficiency than 
others the total efMctency of the hive 
was Increased: -In 2 hive which, un- 
der pre-war conditions, contained 
some 40,000 bees, about evenly di- 
vided futo “nurses” and honey-muk- 
ers, the United States Government 
experts found 2 way to set the ma- 
jority to honey-making. And such 
was the increased efficiency of the 
bees that they provided, during the 
war, not only for a greatly Increased 
home consumption of honey, but for 
fifteen times as much as had been 
previously ‘exported.—Christian™ Scl- 
ence Monitor. A

Mr. Drury is finding out that distributing the port- 
folios is only the beginning of a Government's troubles. 
The new Ontario Premier, though called on somewhat sud- 
denly and, possibly unexpectedly, to form an administra- 
tion, performed his task with expedition. His colleagues, 
like himself, are all new men. All bit one of them won 
Seats in the elections of October last. Besides Mr. Drury 
himself, two of them have not., yet got constituencies. 
Considering the complete failures made from time to time 
by governments made up of experienced and allegedly 
astute politicians, however, the absence of this element may 
not. be 4 severe drawback. _Like Mr. Drury himself, some 
of -the new ministers are men who have applied business 
ideas in their work and have won such measure of success 
as suggests that if they can repeat in conncction with pub- 
lic affairs what they did in private life they will merit ap- 
approval. Their risk is that they will not get the oppor- 
tunity to fully develop their programme. With the Labor 
members’ support the Drury Government has one-half of 
the Legislature behind it. It is intimated that the speaker- 
ship will be given to Mr. Parliament, a Liberal; but the 

. occupation of the speaker's office cannot well exercise any 
influence on the members. And though at a meeting of Lib- 
cral representatives at Toronto last week, promise was 
made that Mr. Drury would be given a fair trial, Mr. Dew- 
art, the leader of the party, has put himself in opposition to . 
the Government, has ridiculed the new combination's right 
to call itself the People’s Party, has condemned the narrow- 
ness of the U. F. O. appeals during the election and has in- 
timated: that some of the ministers may be opposed when 
they seek election to the Legislature. Such attitude may be 
taken to indicate that Mr. Dewart has no sympathy with the 
efforts made by some Liberals to bring the Farmers’ and. 
Liberal parties into a union or at least to secure their co- 
Operation, so as to prevent the disruption of Liberal govern- - 
ments in New Brunswick, Manitoba, Saskatchewan. and 
Alberta, and to make sure of the overthrow ‘of the Union 
Administration at Ottawa, If he acts in the Legislature as 
he speaks out of it, the chances are that before the coming 
session is ended the Drury Government will depend on the 
votes of Conservative members, a situation that might have 
effect outside the field of Ontario politics :

Oniy Two of Them Recorded In 
World's History. 

Tktre have been only two women 
picates —- Anne Bonney and Mary 
Read, who’ were ‘captured in the 
Caribbean Sea a little over a century 
ago and charged with “having pirati- 
cal tendencies,” says Tit-Bits. 


At her trial Anne Bonney con-,™ade evident by the ready. purchas- 


feased. her reason for becoming a 
Pirate. , The daughter of a Carolina 
Dlanter, she was. disowned by her 
father for marrying @ common sailor. 
After the elopement and marflage— 
she ran away ‘dressed in mate attire 
—the discovered that her husband 
was 2 pirate, and decided to join him 
in his adventures. 

From her childhood days the garb 
of man had alwayn had a fascination 
for her, and when she joined her 
husband in his piratical voyage she 
donned the full dreas of the bold 
buccaneer. $ 

None but her husband was aware 
of her sex or identity. She took rank 
above her men comrades and optain- 
ed a high reputation for courage. 6 

The manner in which she met Mary 
Read, the only other woman pirate 
known (o history, {s curious in the 
extreme and makes fascinating read- 
ing. Mary Read was on another pl- 
rate ship, and, as often happens, the 
two came to blows on the open sea. 

After a terrific combat the ship on 
which Anne Bonney was sailing ad- 
mitted defeat, and among the board- 
ers was Mary Read. 

Although at first each was ignor- 
ant of the sex of the other, the two, 
female pirates becamo fast: friends~ 
They only found each other out when 
Mary Read began to fall in love with 
Anne Bonney’s husband. 

Even this, however, did not impair 
the mutual feelings of friendliness, 
for Mary Read soon married another 
man who was also a pirate. 

Curlously enough the two women 
became widows at the same time; 
this was during an engagement when 
the ship fying the skull and cross- 
bones had perforce to flee. before one 
of bis Britannic Majesty's schooners. 

The piratical careers of these wo- 
ten plunderers ended in an engage- 
ment with a British ship, which went 
disastrously against them. Mary 
Read dled in prison, and Anne Bon- 
ney, who had several people to plead 
for her, was restored to her family.

Why Wo Must Have Sugar. 

From the earliest times sugar 
formed a large portion of man’s food. 

Negroes and other intabitants of 
tropical countries live largely on 
Diantains, mangoes, dates, bread- 
fruit, cocoanuts, and other fruits, 
which all contain a considerable per- 
ceniage of sweetness. 

Sugar, as such, is not to be pur- 
chased in a Central African village, 
but the people do not need it, for 
they have fruit all the ySar round, 
and the children have sugar cane to 
suck or the sweet stalks of the maize 
plant to chew, _ 

Here, in the temperate zone, frulta 
are less plentiful, or, rather, they 
are plentiful during only ihree 
months out of the twelve, and we live 
on seeds rather than frults. Wheat, 
barley, oats, rice, maize, and millets 
are the principal, food stuffs of the 

‘human race in our latitudes. And our 
chief root food, the potato, is atarchy, 
not sugary. . 

Now, races that have to go with- 
out sugar, such as the Samoyedes or 
Eskimo, are almost invariably atunt- 
ed.

Sufferers from sleeplessness should 
try this trick,‘says Tit-Bits. Have « 
pair of blinders made from a double 
Usickness of black silk. These should 
Just cover the eyes, with a cut for the 
nose, being held in place by a broad 
elastic band. Hang these on the bed 
post, and Jf the morning light comes 
in too carlyy put them on. 

The remedy is récommended by 
Mr. Robinson Smith, who has made 
2 special study of sleeplessness. He 
embodies some helpful and entertain- 
ing hints in an*article published in 
the World's Work. 

One* remedy is suggested by the ! 
sleeping methods of pigs. 

“Tie two paper clips to ether end 
of a cord seven or eight feet long. 
Clip the top of the counterpane with 
one and & soft weight with the other. 
If not sleeping after fifteen minutes, 
pull the counter-pane over your 
head. This induces that long, even 
breathing, natural to the approach of 
sleep, as may be noticed in pfgx. As 
one doves off, the hand holding the 
counterpane relaxes, and the weight 
palis it down, so that one is again 
breathing fresh air. I have found 
this unfailing,” says Mr, Smith, 
“when all else fails.’* 

Further, he says that people suf- 
fering from insomnia should, when 
traveling, insist upon a double bed 
in a quiet room.

Explosive Dust, aN 
For many years it has been 
known that various farms of dust 
when mingiod with alr in certain 
proportions are capabale of producing 
destructive explosions when brought 
into contact with fame. This danger 
sometimes exists in flour mills, an 
Instance being the explosion of three 
four mills at Minneapolis In 1878. 
tt was then demonstrated by experi- 
ment that two ounces of flour in two 
cubic feet of confined air, when ig- 
nited, would cause a violent explo- 
sioh, and It was calculated that the 
contents of a flour sack distributed 
through 4,000 cubic feet of air would 
cause ap explosion capable of throw- 
ing a weight of 2,500 tons to a height 
of 100 feet. An instance is known 
where sugar dust in a confectionery 
factory caused an explosion, and in 
another case dry avap proved equal- 
ly dangerous.

Germans Want Question of Scapa 
Flow Referred to Hague, 





PARIS, Dec. 5—Germany is will- 
ing to sign the portocol putting thé 
peace treaty into effect, the moment 
certain clauses objecifonable to her 
in the portocol are eliminated, Har- 
on Kurt von Lersner, head of the 
German delegation here, told the As- 
sociated Press. 

When the German plenipotentary 
was shown the statement given out 
that on Monday he had~ informed 
Paul Dutasts, secretary of the peace 
conference, that Germany had decid- 
ed not to sign the protocol. Baron 
von Lersner said: 

I have full powers: to, sign the pro- 
tocol, and am ready to sign it any 
Moment when the question of Seapa 
Flow is eliminated, and referred to 
The Hague, and when there a'en are 
eliminated the paragraph relatizg to 
the evacuation of Lithunion, which 
we consider already settled and fin- 
al, and the paragraph which would 
permit the invasion of our country 
by armed forces in times of peace on 
any trivial pretext.” 

Baron von Lersner pointed out 
that this was the first time he had 
received a newspaper correspondent 
here. Ho said he was consenting to 
talk in this Instance only because he 
thought that an eérrofieous {impression 
was being created by a mininterpre- 
tation of Germany's intention. 

Disclaims Responsibility 

“We have represented to the Su- 
preme Council,” he continued “what 
we consider ample proofs that the 
German Government ie not respons 
ibte for the sinking of the ships at 
Scapa Flow, and yet in order not to 
delay the finai conclusion of peace 
we will submit the matter to The 
Haguo. tribunal.”

It was not until the war camo 
and he opened his deep purse to his 
adopted country that: the King saw. 
fit to’honor. him, and it must be said 
that Viscount Astor was deserving of 
honor. He gave millions, and not 
only gave but showed that here was 
at least one British subject of Ger- 
man ‘blood who was intensely loyal 
to the land of his adoption. Never- 
theless, when he was Created a‘baron 
there Was-much criticism of this act 
of royal favor, on the ground that 
other men equally generous had been 
|| Pazsed over. However, the tountry’ 
was then in the throes of the war 
and not a great deal of attention was

SCHOOLBOOKS OF LONG AGO 


Ancient Tablets Show That Children 
of Past Ages Studied Much as 
Do Thoee of Today. 








Professor Langdon of Oxford, Eng, 
has discoyered that one group of the 
famous Nippur tablets stored at the 
University of Pennsylvania are in re- 
ality the oldest schoolbooks known to 
exist, They show, says the Christian 
Herald, that the children of the an- 
clents learned much that the boys and 


According to these tablets the chil- 
dren of 4,200 years ago were taught 
arithmetic, geography, history and 
grammar just like the children of to- 
day. £ 

The multiplication tables are re- 

markably distinct. and in plain num- 
erals show the incontrovertible fact 
that three times one are three and five 
times one are fiye. 
_ On one tablet the: school boy has 
been given a lesson in phonetic signs 
corresponding to the shorthand of mod- 
em times. The Sumerians, the au- 
thors of these tablets, also invented 
the use of writing syllables and com- 
bining them into words, being the’ first 
step toward the alphabet.

‘How Citizens May Borrow 
The way lt works is as follows: 
Mr. J. A. Ellis, Director of the 


.|/Bureau of Municipal Affairs in the 


Ontario Gcvernment, designed the 
Province’s Heusing Act and is in 
charge of Its operations. 

Municipalities that” desire to’ build 
houses form'a local Housing Commis- 
sion! To the Commission apply all 
citizens desiring to build inouses. 
The ‘location of their land, plans of 
thelr homes and so on are collected: 
The citizens may borrow $3,000 on a 
frame or brick veneer house or $4,- 
00 on a solid brick house. The 
Commission then gathers together all 
the particulars cf all the applicants 
and forwards them to the Housing 
Commission at Parliament Buildings. 

The required grant comes before 
the Government, having been exomin- 
ed thoroughly and his architects and 
experts, If approyed, an order-in- 
Council Is passed appropriating the 
money to the applying ‘municipatity. 

That is the usual ¥. The act 
also allows a private Individual to 
apply direct to the Commissioner at 
Parilament Buildings -and also pro- 
vides for the formation of housing 
companies, so that big industrial 
plants, for example, may bulld dwell- 
inga to attract labor, these dwellings, 
of course, 10 be sold at cost by el 
company. 

It Is a simple, well-directed, expert 
lyoverseen business. The citizen 
gets a house of his own planning, 
practically, at cheapest cost. He re- 
pays the Government over a period 
ef twepty years at five per cent. 

Today the owncr of one of these 
heuses pays each month from $20 to 
$25, covering principal and Interest. 
Includmg taxes,,and Insurance, the 
new houseowner pays from $25 to 
$20 a month, according to the kind 
of house he built. 

Such figures talk. 

Au Ottawa citizen, who has just 
moved {nto his now house which he 
butt under the housing scheme for 
$4,000 on a piece of land costing him 
$800, has already been offered $6,500 
cash for his house, or $60 a month 
rent! 

Bullding Costs Reduced 

A Windsor man who has just com- 
pleted a bungalow under the Act has 
been offered $6,000 for it, although it 
cost him a little less than $4,000 and 
bis entire outiay to date has been 
the tén per cent. required by the 
Government as security on its loan. 

Of the twenty-three citics of Ontar- 
io, all are enrolled under the hous- 
ing scheme, except Toronto, Kingston 
St. Thomas and Peterboro and Pcter- 
bore is coming In. 

Not only have hundreds of citizens 
become owners of their homes, dozens 
of big industrial plants helped to suc- 
cess and the whole social and Indus- 
trial organization stabilized by the 
Housing plan, but nearly a hundred 
cities, towns and villages of the Prov- 
ince have been shown and hare help- 
ed to demonstrate what good housing 
is.

He was found by a couplo 
of men badly frozen, gnd carricd to 
Fort Moody, whore he was cared for, 
but bo lay unconscious for thr&e weeks 
without it being known who ho was. 
One day Capt. Moran called out ‘over 
the top now boys, over the top,’ and 
it was then known that he was a re- 
turned soldiér and 2» day or so later, 
he came to himself somewhat and told 
those caring for him that Ex-Mayor 
Shaw of Vancouver was a friend of 
his. “Mr.-Shaw was notified, and it was 
then fonnd who the patient was and 
his relatives in Kingston- were immed- 
iately notified. 

Capt. Moran suffered terribly asyo 
result of his experience, Gangrene 
developed in one leg and a portion of 
it had to be amputated, one arm had 
to be amppitated, also a thumb — and 
two fingers.

After be- 
coming acquainted, however, with the working of the Housing Act and 
making a cautiduis.experiment with a few houses, the local Housing 
Commission was ‘so well satisfied that a\recommendation was made ask- 
ing’for an appropriation of $200,000 to enable citizens of Belleville to 
own their own homes upon the very advantageous terms afforded under 
the Housing Act.. With a very acute scarcity of suitable houses to rent 
_and a steadily increasing population duc to industrial expansion it would 
appear that the local Housing Commission has sized up the situation 
correctly and if the $200,000 is available will add to the stability of Belle.

~ The downward es on the stock exchanges is the most signifi- 
can economic event'since the signing ofthe armistice. Just three weeks 
ago stocks on the New York exchange broke to a greater extent than at 
any other time in recent years. ‘Those.on other markets, including the 
Canadian exchanges, followed, though declines were ‘less marked because 
dealings on thése exchanges are Jess speculative. That this downward 
movement was not due to any temporary cause,is proved by further 
breaks which have ‘taken place, some stocks making successively Jow 
levels. In fact the+market seems ready to respond quickly to any bad 
news, while good reports cause little or-no reaction. During the past 
few days the bond market in the United Seates has also started down. 
ward, Liberty bonds being offered in excess of the demand. 
iS . Prices of listed stocks area good index 1 future business condi- 
"tions; they are in fact the} best index known, because they are more 
sensitive than railroad carfings, bark clearing and other statistics. The 
armistice was not im: ately followed, as had been anticipated, by a 
‘period of falling prices, accompanied by, poor business and unemploy- 
‘ ment. Prices have gone slightly upward, goods have been scarce, and 
factories have had more orders than they could fill. The trend of stock 
prices during'the year has been upward, with only a few temporary 
breaks. This prosperity may be one of the unexplained, results of the 
war, but in any case it is recognized that sooner or later supply must 
catch up with demand, prices fall, and orders fail to equal productive 
power. If past experience is to be repeated, therefore, the inference is 
that this condition is close at hand. 

' This view at least was expressed by Sir Frederick Williams-Taylor, 
general manager of the Bank of Montreal, in his address to the sliare- 
holders last Monday. The annual addresses of the president and of the 
general manager of the Bank of Montreal constitute one of the most au- 
thoritative summaries of the cconomic situation and outléok in Canada, 
and the views expressed are based on thorough knowledge of conditions. 
“The inevitable decline in prices is at least nearer,’’ said Sir Frederick, 
“and it is.to be hoped that the delay is not lulling dealers into the crron- 
cous belief that the standards of these last few. years will continue indc- 
finitely.

OF PULVERIZED COAL. 


Mr. White Predicts That at Future 
Date, a Combination of Adverse 
Conditions Will Precipitate a Sere 
fous Coal Famine In° Canada— 
Important Measures Advocated. 


I: view ef the importance of the 








possibilities of pulverized fuel, |” 
« regarding which ‘the Canadian 
‘Commission of Conservation {s- 
sued a pamphlet, the Canadian News 
Office recently sought’ the views of 
James White,—one of the best in- 
formed men matters affecting 
Canada. Mr. White is permanen 
head of the Commission of couse 
vation whilst ho'is also chairman of 
the Advisory Council on Wild Life 
Protection, ‘ore assuming his 
present duties Mr. White was chief 
geographer of the Department of the 
Interior, 

In_the course of his statement Mr. 
White ‘said: “The fuel problem in 
Ontario and the well-settled portion 
of Quebec is one of the most Import- 
ant questions that Canada fs facing 
at the present time. The Commission 
of Conservation, through its experts, 
has given attention to this import- 
ant subject, In the autumn of 1910, 
nine months after the organization 
of the commission, our consulting 
engineer, Mr. A. V. White, predicted 
that, at some future date, a combin- 
ation of adverse conditions would 
precipitate a coal shortage in central 
Canada. In 1910, this prediction was 
regarded as unjustifiably pessimistic, 
but “‘heatless Mondays” and similar 
measures in the winter of 1917-13 
demonstrated the narrow margin up- 
on which we were operating. At that 
time we were at war and our citizens 
accepted such things as part of the 
winning of the war, but now that 
peace has been restored, they will not 
accept them in the same spirit. 

“The question, therefore, is,” says 
Mr. White, “‘What can we do to abate 
or avoid the inconveniences and 
hardships of a coal shortage, which 
may involve anything from economy 
of fuel to conditions inimical to 
human life? We are advocating sev- 
eral measures to combat or avoid the 
detrimental results of such shortage. 
The two more important measures 

advocated are: (1) Greater uliliza- 
tion of our water powers, and (2) 
the more efficient use of coal, whe- 
ther domestic or imported. We have 
atrongly advocated the utilization of 
the water powers of the St. Lawrence 
to generate clectric energy, this en- 
ergy to be used to replace the coal 
used for the generation of power for 
manufactories of Eastern Ontario and 
Western Quebec. This hydro-electric 
energy will replace coal that we are 
now purchasing from the United 
States, and will assist in reducing 
the balance of trade that is, at prea- 
ent, running so heavily against us. 

“Coal may be more efficiently 
utilized in a number of ways. It mas 
be used ‘as pulverized fucl or con- 
verted into carbo-coal or retort coke 
or into carbonized briquettes, the 
last-named process being applicable 
to lignite. 

Pulverized coal permits the uliliza- 
tion of small coal, anthracite culm, 
and bituminous screenings and infer- 
for grades of coal can be mixed with 
better grades. Notable cconomics 
have been obtained where it has re 
Placed other fuel, and better distri- 
bution of heat has been obtained.. As 
it.is ground to extreme fineness and 
dried, and is blown into the furnace, 
it burns like a gas, the fame resem- 
bling an oil or gas flame. Mr. W. G. 


Wilcox has summed it by saying that | 


utilizing it in this way, “we have 
changed entirely. the-characteristics 
of coal as commonly known, and pul- 
verized coal. affords a combusion 
that is hundreds of times faster than 
when burning lump coal. 

“As each particle of pulverized 
fuel is surrounded by air, it under- 
goes almost instantancous combus- 
Uion. As the fucl approximates to a 
fas, an excess of 20 per cent. of air 
is possible as compared with 50 to 
200 per cent. in the case of furnaces 
Durning solid coal; the temperature 


even with high grade coals burned} 
under favorable conditions. 

“The numerous valuable by-pro- 
ducts derivable from coal can only 
be reclaimed by means of distillation 
arfd all conservationists hope that, 
ultimately, no coal will te consumed 
in tho raw state, but they also recog- 
nize that this goal ts not, at present, 
obtainable. We may look forward to 
the day when all important indus- 
trial establishments requiring power 
or heat wili be supplied with elec- 
tric energy or coal gas from super- 
Power stations, whether the clectric 
energy bo genctated from water 
power or {rom coal provinces such 
as Alberta or British Columbia, 
which contain great resources of this 
valuable mineral. 

“Pulverized fucl will play a very 
important part as a transition stage 
between the present methods of util- 
lizing coal and the. desideratum 
to, which we look forward. It is not 
Aniprobable that it will) provide an 

nical method of using the by- 
pro? ct, coke, produéed in the super- 
poWer plants to which I have re- 
ferred.”* 

In conclusion Mr, White stated 
that ‘‘at the present time, the nickel 
and copper smelters at Copper Cliff, 
Ontario, the British Columbia Sugar 
Refinery at Vancouver, and all the 
Canada Cement Company's plants, 
with the exception of the Calgary 
plant, which. uses natural’ gas, are 
using pulverized coal. It is estimat- 
ed that 12,000,000 tons of coal’ per 
annum is being-pulverized in Canada 
and the United States, which demon- 
strates the cconomic importance of 
this method of utilizing coal."

The grent from 
the government, combined © with the 
amount raised by the merchants (and 
no doubt Ameliasburg township would 
make a liberal grant) would Jeare only 
a comparatively small sum to be met 
hy the city thus keeping the tax rate 
lower. This would be appreciated by 
those owning homes who have smal! in- 
comes, such as laborers, mechanics, 
clerks, etc., and who would benefit on- 
ly. The merchants would receive the 
most direct and greatest benefit. The 
original stock-holders in the bridxe, 
who lost their money ¥ere to be cx- 
empt. None were to be asked for one 
cent. 

I stated at the time that my sub- 
scription woufd be $1,000 and that of- 
fer still holds good, although person- 
ally our business| would derive very 
little benefit, for the territory in 
Prince Edward, assigned to bs, is linf 
ited to the east half of Ametiasburg 
township and we have to go out after 
the trade, Therefore we pay the bridge 
toll instead of the customer.

There is no known cure for the 
disease. Turkeys that show the symp- 
toms of tho disease should be killed. 
If the diseasé be not too far adranced 
and the muscle meat in fair condi- 
‘tion, it may be used for human con- 
sumption as there is little or no dan- 
ger of man contracting the disease 
or suffering ill effects as a conse- 
quence, particularly if the meat is 
well cooked, The texture and flavor 
of the meat, howerer, will not be so 
desirable as that from a healthy bird. 

Immediate killing of affected birds |* 
is recommended -because the drop- 
pings from such are Mabie to be heavy: 
ily infested’ with the organisms that 
cause the disease, These being scat- 
tered around will naturally spread 
the disease. It is from the’ drop- 
pings of affected birds that-the land

The ordinary domestic fowl is lia- 
dle to suffer from the samo trouble, 
but usually much leas acutely than 
the turkey.

To intelligently make use.of these 
materials there are threo points to 
be considered. First the needs of 
the soll, second, the needs of the 
plant, and, third, the nature of: tho 
materials to be applied. ; 
It-should always be kept'in/mind 
the soll carries: immense 
amounts of plant food, but that only 
@ small quantity of this is rendered 
available during tha growing season. 
The acids formed by the decay of 
the organic matter in the soll is the 
chief natural agency operating to 
bring the big store of mincral mat- 
ter into a form that may be taken 
up by the plant. The organic matter 
is also the source of nitrogen to the 
plant, and it increases the water 
holding capacity of the soil as well 
as improves its p condition, 
Consequently every effort ought to be 
made to maintain or the 
amount of decaying organic matter. 
Otherwise_the crop will be grown 
and x6t from the plant food of the

All these men 
were’constant habitues of the Stock- 
holm Grand Cafe Royal, of notorious 
fame as the meeting place during 
the war of scores of German, Aus- 
trian, Bulgarian, Turkish and Bol- 
shovist agents, propagandists and 
other shady personages.

many. Kalye was appointed by Vo- 
rovski, the ‘Minister,’ as his ‘tech- 
nical attache,’: Immediately upon his 
Promotion from a circus wrestler to 
the Bolshevist diplomatic service 
Kalve changed both “hie personal ap- 
pearance and style of-living. “From 
a dirty, unkempt creature in ragged 
clothes.he \became an ‘overdresasod 
young blood, with fingers . covered 
with costly rings, gold cigarette caso 
studded ‘with diamonds and heayily 
sold-mounted ‘walking cane.

Snug In Mail Bag 


Passengers and Crew of Steamer Ethie 
Rescued, Thanks to Newfound- 
land Dog. 





CURLING, Nfld., Dec. 17.—The pas- 
sengers and crew of the coastal steam- 
er Ethie, numbering 92 persons, were 
brought ashore on a lifeline which 
was Tun out from the ship by a New- 
foundiand dog afterstheir vessel hit 
upon Martin’s Point, 

Boats could not make the hazardous 
passage from the stranded steamer. 
Au effort to shoot the line ashore fail. 
ed when the line became caught. Men 
did not dare attempt the trip through 
the waters, and so the dog was put 
overboard, The dog bravely took the 
line in its tecth and battled against 
the rough sca, th@ line being released. 

With block and tackle the © Ethie’s 
crew, aided by fishermen on the shore, 
rigged a life-saving device, using a.

o OFFICER 


To Board of Health, 

Municipality of Sidney, 

Hastings Connty: 
Gentlemen Assembled :— 

It is with a degree of satisfaction 
that I venture ibis annual statement 
of health conditions of Sidney for 1913 
as follows: - 

Early in 1919, I was notified by Dr. 
J. Farley, of a suspicious case on the 
Front of Sidney, at D, Brown's, sup- 
posedly scarlatina, which on investiga 
tion I. isolated and placarded, and no 
further casts occurred, and the child 
rapidly regained health, Chicken pox 
developed at the D. D. Institute Bello- 
ville, which were isolated and. given 
regui&r care and speedily abated, and 
a few. cases appeared about Frankford 
and vicinity as well, which by jeolation 
was duly. m4 =~ 

There were a few Tubercular cases 
during this year and the ‘usual antis- 
eptic isolation and ‘management, as 
with Mra. ©. Pope, lef€'no further 
trace of the disease after their demise. 
Several cases*were called to my atten- 
tion by tho Provincial’ Board of 
Health affecting returned soldiers, 
which were singled out and sent to S.

I was called to a caso of supposed 
diptheria in September, but on exam- 
ination, I diagnosed ulcerated tonsils, 
which resolved in a few days.
